Sir, — I am  directed  to  transmit  to  you,  for  the  in- 
formation of  your  Government,  a copy  of  an  order 
of  His  Excellency  the  Administrator  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  Council,  on  the  subject  of  the  difficulties 
existing  between  the  Government  of  the  Dominion 
and  that  of  British  Columbia,  arising  out  of  the 
agreement,  made  in  1871,  for  the  construction  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

I beg  to  express  my  regret  at  the  delay  which  has 
occurred  in  forwarding  this  document.  It  arose  from 
the  fact  that  the  officer,  whose  duty  it  was  to  furnish 
a copy  of  the  Order  in  Council  to  this  Department, 
for  transmission  to  your  Government,  having  inad- 
vertently omitted  to  do  so.

Copy  of  a Report  of  a Committee  of  the  Honorable  the 
Privy  Council,  approved  by  His  Hxcellency  the  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  Government  in  Council,  on  the  20/A 
of  September,  1875. 

The  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under  consid- 
eration the  difficulties  arising  out  of  the  agreement 
made  in  1871,  for  the  construction  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway.  Mr.  Edgar’s  mission  to  British 
Columbia  last  year  was  based  upon  the  view  that  the 
conditions  of  that  agreement  were  quite  impractica- 
ble of  fulfilment.  The  proposals  submitted  by  him 
to  the  British  Columbia  Government  were  briefly 
that,  the  limitation  of  time  being  given  up,  Canada 
should  undertake  that  one  million  and  a half  of  dol- 
lars should  be  expended  upon  construction  within 
that  Province  in  each  year  after  location,  and  that 
the  building  of  a waggon  road  along  the  line  of  the 
proposed  railway  construction  should  precede  actual 
railway  construction. 

It  was  further  proposed  to  build  a Railway  on  Van- 
couver Island,  from  Esquimau  to  Nanaimo. 

The  propositions  were  either  not  considered  by  the 
Government  of  British  Columbia,  or,  if  considered, 
they  were  rejected  by  them,  and  they  subsequently 


apjicaled  to  the  Imperial  Government,  invoking  tlu  ' • 
intervention.  The  result  of  this  apjieal  was  an  oH'm- 
from  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Carnarvon,  Secretary 
• li'  State  for  the  Colonies,  of  his  good  ofliccs  to  pro- 
mote a settlement. 

The  Privy  Council  in  their  .Minute  of  the  23d  July, 
1874,  advised  ” that  Lord  Carnarvon  be  informed  they 
“ would  gladly  submit  the  (inestion  to  him  for  his 
” decision  as  to  whether  the  exertions  of  the  Govern- 
“ nicnt,  the  diligence  shown,  tuid  the  oilers  made, 
“ have  or  have  not  been  fair  and  just,  and  in  accord- 

a.ice  with  the  spirit  ol' the  agreement.”  Lord  Car- 
narvon in  his  Desiiatch  of  .Vugust  ICth,  acting  uiion 
this  .Minute,  and  upon  agreement  on  the  part  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  to  abide  by  his  decision,  made  certain 
suggestions,  of  which  the  most  important  were — that 
the  amount  of  yearly  expenditure  within  the  Pnn- 
ince,  after  location,  should  be  not  less  than  two  mil- 
lion.s  of  dollars  ; that  the  period  of  completion  should 
be  the  year  1890,  and  that  the  Railway  from  Esqui* 
malt  to  Nanaimo  should  be  at  once  commenced. 

The  Canadian  Government  in  their  .Minute  of  Coun- 
cil of  September  17th,  stated  “ that  while  in  no  ca.^e 
” could  the  Government  undertake  the  completion  of 

tiie  whole  line  in  the  time  mentioned,  and  extreme 
” unwillingnes-i  exists  to  another  limitation  of  time, 
” yet,  if  it  be  found  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  a 
“ present  settlement  of  the  controversy  by  further 
“concessions,  a pledge  may  be  given  that  the  jior- 
“ tion  west  of  Lake  Superior  will  be  completed  .so  .i.-i 
“ to  alford  connection  by  lail  with  existing  line.s  of 
“railway  through  a jiortion  of  the  United  .States, 
“ and  b}-  Canadian  waters  during  the  season  of  n.ivi- 
" gation,  by  the  year  1890,  as  suggested. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  utter  location,  two  mil- 
lions should  be  expended  yearly  upon  construction  in 
British  Columbia,  and  that  a Railway  from  Esqui- 
malt  to  Nanaimo  should  be  built. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  every  step  in  the 
negotiations  was  necessarily  predicated  upon  and 
I subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  Resolution  of  the 
I House  of  Commons,  passed  in  1871,  contempora- 
neously with  the  adoption  of  the  Terms  of  Union 
with  BriHsh  Columbia,  subsequently  enacted  in  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Act  of  1872,  and  subse- 
[quentiy  re-enacted  (after  a large  addition  tiad  been 
made  to  ihe  rate  of  taxation)  in  the  Canadian  Pacific- 
Rail  way  .Vet  01  18J4  ; that  the  public  aid  to  be  given 
to  secure  the  accoinjilishineut  of  the  undertaking 
“ should  consist  of  such  liberal  grants  of  land  and 
“ such  subsidy  in  money  or  other  aid,  not  increasiny  the 
“ then  ezisliny  rate  of  taxation,  as  the  Parliament  of 
“ Canada  should  thereafter  determine.” 

This  determination  not  to  involve  the  country  in  a 
hopeless  burden  of  debt  is  sustained  by  public  opin- 
ion everywhere  throughout  the  Dominion,  and  must 
of  necessity  control  the  action  of  the  Government, 
and  it  cannot  be  too  clearly  understood  that  any 
agreements  as  to  jmarly  expenditure,  and  as  to  com- 
pletion by  a fixed  time,  must  be  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion thrice  recorded  in  the  Journals  of  Parliament, 
that  no  further  increase  of  the  rate  of  taxation  shall 
be  required  in  order  to  their  fulfilment. 

The  sanction  of  Parliament  to  the  construction  of 
the  proposed  Railway  from  Esquimau  to  Nanaimo 
was  necessarily-  a condition  precedent  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work. 

The  other  important  features  of  the  arrangemeiil, 
namely  the  limitation  of  time  for  the  completion  of  a 
certain  portion,  and  the  specification  of  a yearly  ex- 
penditure, were  deemed  to  be  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Pacific  Railway  Act,  1874,  subject,  of  course,  to 
the  condition  already  mentioned,  and  which  was  re- 
ferred to  in  the  Minute  of  Council  of  December  18th, 
1874,  when  the  Government  “ expressed  a willingness 
“ to  make  those  further  concessions  rather  than  forego 

an  immediate  settlement  of  so  irritating  a question, 
“ as  the  concessions  suggested  might  be  made  with- 
“ out  involving  the  violation  of  the  spirit  of  any  par- 
“ liamentary  resolution  or  the  letter  of  any-  enact- 
“ raent.” 

The  proposed  Railway  from  Esquimau  to  Nanaimo 
does  not  form  a portion  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  as  defined  by-  the  Act ; it  was  intended  to 
benefit  local  interests,  and  was  proposed  as  compen- 
sation for  the  disappointment  experienced  by-  the  un- 
avoidable delay  in  constructing  the  Railway  across 
the  Continent,  The  work  is  essentially  a local  one, 
and  there  are  obvious  reasons  against  the  Canadian 
Government,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  under- 
taking the  construction  of  such  works,  and  in  favor 
of  their  being  built,  if  at  all,  by  virtue  of  Provincial 
action. 
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The  1)111  which  the  ( lovci-mnont  in  trod  need  into 
the  Iloiii^e  of  (Joniinons  to  |irovide  for  building  this 
Raihviiy,  evoked  ii  coiisideriihle  degree  of  o|>]iosition 
in  that  Iloii^e  and  in  the  comitrv,  and,  uiIIioul' h 
passed  b}-  the  llotise  of  ('oininons,  it  wa.s  aficr.vanls 
rejected  in  the  Senate,  and  thus  there  is  iinnose<I  upon 
the  (lovermncnt  the  duty  of  considering  some  other 
n.othod  of  meeting  all  just  c.NDCclations  of  the  peo- 
|)lc  of  British  (tolnnibia,  whose  Governnieat  has  not 
suggested  to  thi.s  Government  any  solution  of  the 
ilinicnlty.
